To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District  Council 


I  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972,  compiled  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations, 1939, 
and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  Circular  l/73« 

The  estimated  Mid-Year  Home  Population  of  Shoreham-by-Sea  was  19,030 
being  250  more  than  in  1971 • 

The  adjusted  Birth  Rate  for  Shoreham-by-Sea  was  12*5  (England  and 
Wales  14*8)  compared  with  13° 3  in  1971  (England  and  Wales  l6»0) 

The  illegitimate  births  numbered  l8  and  formed  9 $  of  all  live 
births  (England  and  Wales  9$) .  The  adjusted  Death  Rate  for 
Shoreham-by-Sea  was  10*6  (England  and  Wales  12 *l)  compared  with 
11*2  for  1971  (England  and  Wales  11-6). 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  was  51  and  the  cancer  death  rate 
was  2*6  (2*6  in  1971)*  The  deaths  from  cancer  represented  20$  of 
deaths  from  all  causes  (19°2$  in  1971)*  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease 
was  responsible  for  56  deaths,  this  being  22$  of  deaths  from  all 
causes.  The  death  rate  was  2.9  (5*2  in  1971) • 

The  Stillbirth  Rate  was  l4  (Englahd  and  Wales  12).  In  1971  the 
rates  were  16  and  12  respectively.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was 
5  (37  in  197l)*  Eor  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  17  (l8  in  1971)* 

An  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  affecting  twenty-five  residents  and  staff 
occurred  in  Burrscrofte,  the  West  Sussex  County  Council  home  for 
elderly  persons  in  Pond  Road,  Shoreham-by-Sea.  The  outbreak  followed 
the  eating  of  chicken  and  mushroom  pie.  The  pie  had  been  made  from 
chicken  cooked  the  previous  day  and  canned  mushrooms.  The  patients 
suffered  from  diarrhoea  within  eighteen  hours  of  eating  the  pie.  There 
were  no  serious  cases  and  most  were  well  within  48  hours.  Faecal 
specimens  from  patients  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  from  these  haemolytic  heat  sensitive  strains  of  Clostridium  Welchii 
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type  V  were  isolated.  The  same  strain  was  isolated  from  a  deep 
frozen  pie  similar  to  the  one  eaten.  The  count  of  haemolytic 
C.  Welchii  in  the  pie  was  3  million  per  gram. 

I  thank  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  &  Housing  Committee  for 
their  interest  and  support,  the  other  Chief  Officers  for 
information  they  have  provided  me  with  for  this  Report,  and  the 
staff  of  my  department,  especially  Mr.  Goodbody,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  for  their  work  during  the  year.

Food  Poisoning  -  Twenty  of  the  notified  cases  related  to  an 
outbreak  in  a  residential  home  for  old  people.  The  causative 
organism  was  Clostridium  Welchii.  Details  of  this  outbreak  are 
given  on  Pages  3/4  of  this  Report. 

In  the  other  notified  case,  Salmonella  typhimurium  was 
isolated. 

CHEST  RADIOGRAPHY  SERVICE 

During  1972  the  Surrey  Chest  Radiography  Unit  paid  weekly  visits 
to  Shoreham-by-Sea  and  l,6l4  persons  were  X-rayed.  Of  these  700 
were  referrals  from  general  medical  practitioners  and  four  cases  of 
lung  cancer  were  found  (4  males  and  0  females).  There  were  no  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  The  other  914  were  M.O.H.  referrals  etc. 

Nil  was  found  in  this  group. 

The  attendance  figures  may  include  persons  from  adjoining 
districts.  The  Unit  is  situated  outside  the  Health  Centre  in  Pond 
Road  on  Tuesdays  from  11. 30. a. m.  to  12.19  p.m.

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INTERNATIONAL  HEALTH  REGULATIONS 


The  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  1970  and  the  Public  Health 
(Aircraft)  Regulations  1970,  both  of  which  revoked  earlier 
Regulations,  came  into  operation  on  1st  March  1971* 

Four  diseases  are  quarantinable ,  namely,  smallpox,  cholera, 
plague  and  yellow  fever.  Other  diseases  are,  however,  subject 
to  international  surveillance;  these  include  typhoid  fever, 
poliomyelitis  and  malaria. 

Vaccination  requirements  for  foreign  travel  vary  with  the 
country  which  the  traveller  is  entering. 

With  regard  to  travellers  entering  the  United  Kingdom,  provisions 
made  under  the  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations  and  the  Public 
Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations  empower  medical  officers  at  sea-ports 
and  airports  to  require  the  production  of  a  valid  international 
certificate  of  vaccination  against  smallpox,  cholera  and  yellow 
fever  from  any  traveller  arriving  from  an  endemic  or  locally 
infected  area  for  these  diseases.  Any  traveller  who  cannot  produce 
a  valid  certificate  of  vaccination  against  the  relevant  disease  on 
arrival  in  this  country  may  be  offered  vaccination  and,  if  he 
refuses,  he  may  be  placed  under  surveillance  (medical  supervision) 
or,  if  he  comes  from  a  locally  infected  area,  be  kept  in  isolation. 

In  1972,  in  accordance  with  the  above-mentioned  Regulations,  notices 
were  received  from  medical  officers  at  seaports  and  airports  regarding 
five  travellers  arriving  in  this  country  from  a  locally  infected 
smallpox  area  without  valid  certificates  of  vaccination  against  smallpox. 
On  arrival  in  Shoreham,  these  travellers  were  kept  under  surveillance 
for  the  appropriate  period. 

Travellers  leaving  the  United  Kingdom  for  any  country  where  the 
International  Health  Regulations  apply,  are  required  to  present 
a  valid  certificate  for  authentication  by  the  local  authority. 

In  1972,  approximately  900  such  certificates  were  presented  and 
they  were  duly  authenticated.  The  certificates  were  of  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and/or  cholera.  Certificates  of  vaccination  against 
yellow  fever  are  authenticated  in  Brighton  at  the  Centre  where  the 
yellow  fever  vaccination  is  carried  out.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Brighton  Corporation  supplies,  with  a  direct  supply,  all  of 
the  houses  in  the  District. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.L.  Fairbank,  FICE,  FIWE,  FGS,  MBIM,  Engineer 
and  Manager,  Brighton  Corporation  Water  Department  for  the  following 
report  on  the  water  supply  of  the  District  during  1972. 

"1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality. 

2.  Bacteriological  examination  of  raw  waters  was  made  at  weekly 
intervals  in  the  Department's  Laboratory  and,  when  consideration  of 
pollution  present  indicated  an  increased  frequency  was  necessary, 
at  daily  intervals.  The  treated  waters  at  all  stations  have  been 
examined  on  a  daily  basis.  The  total  number  of  raw  and  treated 
water  samples  examined  from  all  of  the  Pumping  Stations  together 
with  the  bacteriological  results  obtained  are  given  below.

Only  slight  bacterial  pollution  of  the  raw  waters  has  occurred  during 
the  year  and  it  has  been  necessary  only  at  Mile  Oak  and  Newmarket 
Pumping  Stations  to  examine,  for  a  short  time,  the  raw  waters  at  daily 
intervals,  following  heavy  rainfall  at  the  .end  of  the  year. 

Abbreviated  chemical  examinations  were  made  at  weekly  intervals  through¬ 
out  the  year  on  all  raw  waters  and  a  general  chemical  and  mineral 
examination  has  been  completed  at  regular  intervals.  The  results  of 
these  examinations  for  Shoreham,  Mile  Oak  and  Sompting  Pumping  Stations 
are  appended. 
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Bacteriological  examinations  together  with  chloramine  determinations 
have  been  made  on  865  samples  of  water  from  service  reservoirs. 

Of  this  total,  9  samples  showed  the  presence  of  coliform  organisms 
in  low  numbers. 

A  total  number  of  8,911  samples  were  examined  during  the  year. 

Of  these,  3*1 63  were  submitted  from  Worthing  Water  Department. 

3.  Since  all  water  is  obtained  from  the  chalk,  there  is  little 
likelihood  of  plumbo-solvent  action  and  no  evidence  of  such  action 
is  apparent. 

4.  Chlorination  with  post-ammoniation  of  all  raw  waters  is 
practised  continuously.  In  the  event  of  any  raw  water  showing 
evidence  of  bacterial  pollution,  sampling  is  increased  to  daily 
intervals  and  a  survey  of  the  catchment  area  is  made  in  an  effort 
to  locate  the  cause  of  such  pollution.  In  addition,  if  it  is 
considered  necessary,  appropriate  adjustment  is  made  of  those  gas 
dosages  used  in  the  sterilisation  process.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  services  in  connection  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  Council’s  Engineer  arid  Surveyor » 

The  disposal  of  the  town's  sewage  is  out  to  sea  and  apart  from  rough 
screening  no  treatment  takes  place.  From  the  sewers  it  either 
gravitates  or  is  pumped  to  a  large  underground  storage  tank  holding 
a  million  gallons  situated  at  the  extreme  eastern  end  of  Dolphin  Road. 
The  tank  is  connected  by  a  45"  diameter  sewer  to  the  Portslade  and 
Southwick  Outfall  Sewerage  Board's  sea  outfall  which  it  joins  in 
Albion  Street,  Southwick.  The  discharge  to  sea  at  a  distance  of 
approximately  1,6^0  feet  from  the  foreshore  is  timed  to  take  place 
twice  every  twenty-four  hours. 

The  premises  in  the  District  are  on  main  drainage  with  the  exception 
of  95  which  are  connected  to  cesspools.  Fifty-seven  of  these 
premises  draining  to  44  cesspools  could  be  connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  other  thirty-eight  premises  are  not  capable  of  connection. 

The  matter  of  connection  of  the  cesspools  to  main  drainage  has  been 
under  consideration  by  the  Council  from  time  to  time. 

The  Council  provides  a  cesspool  emptying  service. 


COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 


The  services  in  connection  with  refuse  collection  are  the  responsibility 
of  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

There  is  a  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  by  the  Paper  Sack 
Method  made  within  the  District.  The  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  is 
situated  in  the  Worthing  Rural  District  and  is  used  by  the  Councils 
of  Worthing  Rural,  Southwick  Urban,  Portslade  Urban  and  Shoreham  Urban 
in  a  joint  scheme. 

The  refuse  is  taken  in  the  collection  vehicles  to  the  Plant  and  is 
discharged  into  a  hopper  from  which  it  passes  by  way  of  a  moving  belt 
to  pulverisers.  The  pulverised  material  is  deposited  in  layers  in 
the  Halewick  Valley.

MORTUARY  Section  198  Public  Health  Act  1936 

The  Council  jointly  shares,  with  the  South  West  Metropolitan 
Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  the  Councils  of  Southwick  Urban  District 
and  Chanctonbury  Rural  District,  the  mortuary  facilities  at 
Southlands  Hospital,  Sho reham-by-Sea . 

This  followed  a  scheme  formulated  in  1968,  which  included  the 
upgrading  of  the  mortuary  at  Southlands  Hospital  jointly  by  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  Councils . 

In  1972  the  number  of  bodies  received  into  the  mortuary  from 
Shoreham-by-Sea  was  31 •

DUSTBINS  Section  73  (3)  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Paper  Sack  Method  of  Refuse 
Collection  in  January  1971?  the  Council  undertook,  in  lieu  of 
requiring  the  owners  of  occupiers  of  buildings  to  provide  and 
maintain  dustbins  for  the  reception  of  house  refuse,  to  provide  and 
maintain  such  equipment  as  may  be  necessary.  The  equipment  provided 
comprises  a  plastic  paper  sack  holder  and  a  paper  sack,  one  of  the 
latter  being  provided  weekly. 

Problems  were  encountered  in  a  few  cases  regarding  the  new  method 
of  storage  of  refuse  at  domestic  premises  and  3  visits  were  made  in 
donnect-ion  with  these. 


CLEANSING  OF  FILTHY  OR  VERMINOUS  PREMISES  Sec.  83  P.H.Act  1936 

During  the  year  20  houses  comprising  93  rooms  were  found  to  be 
infested  with  fleas  or  bed  bugs  and  were  disinfested;  4  houses 
were  treated  for  other  insect  infestations. 

Infested  houses  are  treated  with  liquid  insecticides  or  gammexane 
smoke  according  to  circumstances. 

The  houses  and  furniture  of  prospective  tenants  of  Council  houses 
are  examined  where  necessary  for  the  presence  of  vermin  and  treated 
as  above. 

43  visits  were  made  to  other  premises  comprising  98  rooms  which 
were  treated  for  insects.  The  treatments  carried  out  were  mainly 
for  cockroaches.  Insecticides  used  were  pybuthrin,  gammexane  and 
insecticidal  lacquer. 
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PIGEONS  -  Section  7^  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961 

Section  7^  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  empowers  a  local 
authority  to  deal  with  nuisances  caused,  within  any  built  up  area, 
by  doves,  pigeons,  starlings  or  sparrows. 

The  number  of  pigeons  in  the  central  area  of  the  town  is  still 
increasing  in  spite  of  efforts  to  control  them. 


HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS  -  Section  77  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  77  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  as 
to  hairdressers  and  barbers  are  in  operation  and  were  made  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  cleanliness  of  thepremises,  of  the 
instruments  and  equipment  and  of  the  hairdresser's  person  and 
clothing. 

There  are  four  men's  hairdressers  and  12  lhdies'  hairdressers  in 
the  town  known  to  the  Department;  17  inspections  were  made  of 
these  premises  in  1972°  A  number  of  minor  contraventions  were 
found  and  these  were  remedied  following  informal  action. 

There  are  a  number  of  mobile  hairdressers  operating  in  the  town 
but  these  do  not  come  within  the  control  of  the  Byelaws. 


ALKALI  ETC.  WORKS  ORDER  1971 

As  a  result  of  the  Alkali  etc.  Works  Order  1971,  a  road 
surfacing  plant  which  has  been  responsible  for  causing  a  nuisance 
from  dust  and  effluvia,  was  registered  in  1971  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Alkali  etc.  Works  Regulations  Act  1906,  thereby  becoming  the 
responsibility  of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate.  Complaints  alleging 
nuisances  at  these  works  are  still  received  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  when  prompt  action  by  a  Public  Health  Inspector  can 
sometimes  produce  an  immediate  improvement  of  conditions.  This 
procedure  is  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  the  Alkali  Inspector 
who  is  unable  to  carry  out  an  immediate  investigation  because  he  may 
be  far  away  from  the  District. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES  -  Section  107  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936 

The  Public  Health  Act  1936  schedules  certain  trades  as  offensive 
trades  and  no  person  shall  establish  any  of  these  trades  without 
the  consent  of  the  local  authority.  The  trades  scheduled  are  those 
of  blood  boiler,  blood  drier,  bone  boiler,  fat  extractor,  fat  melter, 
fellmonger,  glue  maker,  gut  scraper,  rag  and  bone  dealer,  size  maker, 
soap  boiler,  tallow  melter,  tripe  boiler. 
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There  is  one  Offensive  Trade  business  in  the  District.  In  addition  to 
the  Offensive  Trade  business,  the  process  of  hydrolysis  of  feathers  is 
carried  on  at  the  same  premises.  This  hydrolysis  was  registered  under 
the  Alkali  etc.  Works  Regulations  Act  1906  (as  extended  by  the  Alkali  etc. 
Works  Orders  1928  -  1963)  in  August  1965* 

Since  that  date  the  Hydrolysis  Process  has  been  the  responsibility 
of  the  Alkali  Inspectorate. 

STATUTORY  NUISANCES  -  Sections  92-93  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936 

The  Public  Health  Act  193&  sets  out  certain  matters  which  are  deemed 
to  be  statutory  nuisances.  The  matters  relate  to 

a)  The  state  of  premises 

b)  The  keeping  of  animals 

c)  Accumulations  or  deposits 

d)  Dust  or  effluvia  caused  by  any  trade,  business, manufacture  etc. 

e)  The  state  of  a  workplace 

When  a  statutory  nuisance  is  found  to  exist,  informal  action  is  taken 
but  if  this  is  not  successful  in  remedying  the  defects,  an  Abatement 
Notice  is  served  by  the  Council. 

a)  In  1972,  two  Abatement  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
premises  in  such  a  state  of  disrepair  as  to 
constitute  a  statutory  nuisance.  The  premises 
were  1 

i)  286  Brighton  Road 

ii)  25  Southdown  Road 

In  the  case  of  (i),  the  Abatement  Notice  was  not 
complied  with  and  proceedings  were  taken  in  the 
Steyning  Magistrates'  Court  on  the  13th  May  1972 
where  a  Nuisance  Order  was  made  against  the  Owner, 
and  costs  awarded  to  the  Council  of  £3*^0. 

The  Order  was  not  complied  with  within  the  period 
allowed  and  further  proceedings  were  taken  on  the 
31st  July  1972  for  non-compliance  of  the  Magistrates' 

Order.  The  Owner  was  fined  £25.00  with  a  penalty  of 
£1.00  a  day  as  long  as  the  Order  was  not  complied 
with.  Costs  of  £5.25  were  awarded  to  the  Council. 

In  default  of  the  Owner,  the  Council  carried  out  the 
necessary  works,  the  costs  being  recoverable  from 
the  Owner. 
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In  the  case  of  (ii)  the  Abatement  Notice  was 
not  complied  with  and  proceedings  were  taken 
in  the  Steyning  Magistrates'  Court  on  the 
30th  October  1972  when  a  Nuisance  Order  was 
made  against  the  Owner. 

A  penalty  of  £5.00  was  imposed  with  costs  of 
£8. 40  being  awarded  to  the  Council. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  period  of  time 
allowed  for  abating  the  nuisance  had  expired  and 
arrangements  were  proceeding  for  the  work  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  Council  in  default  of  the 
Owner. 

b)  One  hundred  and  ninety  two  complaints  were  received 

during  the  year  concerning  dust  and  effluvia 
alleged  to  emanate  from  three  works  in  the 
District,  one  being  the  offensive  trade  business 
and  another  the  road  surfacing  plant  referred  to 
on  Page  21 • 

These  complaints  were  investigated  and  advice  given 
and  where  necessary  works  were  required  to  be 
carried  out. 


BEACHES 

Both  Kingston  and  Shoreham  beaches  have  been  inspected  to 
ascertain  visually  the  extent  of  pollution  of  the  sea, 

22  visits  were  made  for  this  purpose. 

On  occasions,  much  flotsam  and  jetsam  was  observed  on  the 
beach  consisting  of  wood,  plastic  objects,  cans,  bottles 
mostly  contaminated  by  oil.  Heavy  seaweed  deposits  usually 
contained  lumps  of  congealed  oil. 

The  sea  off  Shoreham  beach  on  one  occasion  in  July  was  seen 
to  be  polluted  with  sewage. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  District, 
but  at  Kings  Manor  School  and  at  Buckingham  School  there  are  open 
air  swimming  pools  for  the  use  of  the  school  children.  In  1972  three 
samples  of  the  swimming  bath  water  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination.  The  results  of  examination  were  satisfactory. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 


The  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  make  permanent  provision  for  prevent¬ 
ing  loss  of  food  by  infestation.  Under  this  Act,  the  Local 
Authority  must  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  as 
far  as  practicable  that  their  district  is  kept  free  from  rats  and 
mice  and  must  keep  such  records  and  make  such  reports  relating  to 
their  functions  under  this  part  of  the  Act  as  may  be  required  by 
any  directions  given  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries, 
and  Food. 

In  1972,  complaints  received  numbered  296  and  a  total  of  2971 
inspections  were  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  Rodent 
Operator. 

Below  is  a  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  on  Rats  and  Mice  submitted  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  1972.

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SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 


The  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1964  which  came  into  operation  on 
1st  April  1969  requires  that  every  local  authority  shall  maintain 
a  register  of  persons  carrying  on  business  in  their  District  as 
scrap  metal  dealers. 

There  are  7  scrap  metal  dealers  on  the  Council’s  Register. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  i960 

This  Act  makes  provision  in  respect  of  the  control  of  noise  and 
vibration  with  a  view  to  their  abatement.  A  number  of  complaints 
alleging  noise  nuisance  were  received  during  the  year.  These 
were  investigated  and  following  an  approach  to  those  responsible 
certain  action  was  taken  by  them  to  abate  the  nuisance.  The  nature 
of  the  complaints  and  the  action  taken  are  shown  below  :

A  number  of  complaints  of  noise  were  not  confirmed.  These  included 
noise  from  baking  plant  in  early  hours  of  morning;  noise  of 
neighbours  slamming  doors. 
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PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1931 


This  Act  requires  that  no  person  shall  keep  a  pet  shop  except  under 
the  authority  of  a  licence  granted  by  the  local  authority  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act. 

The  number  of  licences  in  the  District  is  three,  there  having  been 
no  changes  in  1972.  No  infringements  of  the  conditions  of  the 
licence  were  found  during  1972. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963 


No  person  in  the  District  is  licensed  by  the  Council  to  keep  a 
boarding  establishment  for  animals  under  the  above  Act. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  i960 

At  the  end  of  1972  there  were  three  caravan  sites  in  the  District. 
On  one  of  these  l8  caravans  were  stationed  and  on  each  of  the  other 
two  sites  there  was  one  caravan.  The  caravan  sites  are  privately 
owned.  Two  caravans  in  gardens  of  houses  and  used  for  human 
habitation  are  exempt  from  licensing  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act. 

29  visits  were  made  in  1972  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.. 

Again  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  advising  'travellers' 
of  suitable  sites,  there  being  none  in  the  District. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACTS  1956  and  1968 


During  the  year  20  complaints  were  received  concerning  smoke  or 
soot  alleged  to  emanate  from  the  chimneys  of  industrial  premises. 
5  observations  were  made  and  two  informal  notices  were  served. 
These  were  complied  with. 

13  visits  were  made  to  boiler  houses  and  advice  was  necessary  in 
most  cases. 

Also  complaints  were  received  of  smoke  nuisance  from  bonfires. 
Informal  action  only  was  necessary  and  advice  was  given  as  to  the 
position  regarding  bonfires. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT  1931 


This  Act  is  designed  to  secure  the  use  of  'clean*  filling  materials 
in  upholstered  and  other  articles  which  are  stuffed  or  lined. 
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One  factory  in  the  District  is  registered  for  the  use  of  filling 
materials. 


CONSUMER  PROTECTION  ACTS  I96I  and  1971 


This  Act  prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  heating  appliances  which 
are  not  fitted  with  such  fireguards  as  are  prescribed  by  the 
Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Regulations  1953 ,  and  the  sale  of 
oil  heaters  which  do  not  comply  with  the  Oil  Heaters  Regulations 
1962  and  1966. 

During  the  year  12  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  such  appli¬ 
ances  are  sold  and  97  such  appliances  were  examined.  These  were 
found  to  comply  with  the  relevant  Regulations. 


WOODWORM  IN  COUNCIL  HOUSES 


The  survey  and  treatment  of  Council  houses  for  woodworm  was  contin¬ 
ued  during  the  year.  Five  pre-war  Council  houses  were  given  a 
secondary  treatment. 


WASPS  NESTS 


The  destruction  of  wasps  nests  is  carried  out  on  request  where  the 
nest  is  easily  accessible  and  does  not  necessitate  work  to  the 
structure  of  the  premises  being  carried  out. 

During  1972  thirty-six  wasps  nests  were  destroyed. 

The  charge  made  to  the  householder  or  occupier  was  increased  from 
twenty-five  pence  to  fifty  pence  in  1972.

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THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL)  REGULATIONS,  i960  and  1970 


The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970  which  came  into  operation 
on  1st  March  1971  consolidate  and  amend  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations  i960  and  1962. 

Their  principal  requirements  relate  to:- 

(a)  the  cleanliness  of  premises  and  ships  used  for  the  purpose 
of  a  food  business  and  of  the  equipment  that  is  used; 

(b)  the  hygienic  handling  of  food; 

(c)  the  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food 
and  of  their  clothing,  and  the  action  to  be  taken  where 
they  suffer  from  or  are  the  carriers  of  certain  infections 
likely  to  cause  food  poisoning; 

(d)  the  construction  of  premises  and  ships  used  for  the 
purposes  of  a  food  business  and  their  repair  and  mainten¬ 
ance  ; 

(e)  the  provision  of  water  supply  and  washing  facilities; 

(f)  the  proper  disposal  of  waste  material; 

(g)  the  temperatures  at  which  certain  foods  are  to  be  kept 
on  catering  premises. 


The  principal  changes  from  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  i960  and  1962  are:- 


(i)  raw  food  which  has  to  be  milled  or  refined  to  make  it  fit 
for  human  consumption  is  no  longer  outside  the  scope  of 
the  regulations; 

(ii)  before  food  is  offered  for  sale  it  must  be  separated  from 
any  food  which  is  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

(iii)  animal  feed  must  not  be  kept  in  a  food  room  unless  it  is 
in  a  closed  container  that  eliminates  the  risk  of  contam¬ 
ination; 

(iv)  any  person  handling  open  food  must  wear  clean  and  wash¬ 
able  overclothing,  except  in  specified  cases;  \ 

(v)  the  business  of  packing  or  storing  eggs,  fruit  or  veg¬ 
etables  on  farm  premises  is  made  subject  to  certain  requirements. 


The  food  premises  with  categories  of  trades  listed  on  page  28  of 
this  Report  are  subject  to  these  Regulations. 
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Below  is  a  table  showing  particulars  of  contraventions  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970.  Seven  notices  were  served. 

The  numbers  in  brackets  are  the  number  of  contraventions  remedied;

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UNSOUND  FOOD 


Section  9  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  relates  to  the  examina¬ 
tion  and  seizure  of  suspected  food.  An  authorised  officer  of  a 
Council  may  at  all  reasonable  times  examine  any  food  intended  for 
human  consumption  which  has  been  sold,  or  is  offered  or  exposed 
for  sale,  or  is  in  the  possession  of,  or  has  been  deposited  with 
or  consigned  to,  any  person  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  prepar¬ 
ation  for  sale,  and,  if  it  appears  to  him  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  may  seize  it  and  remove  it  in  order  to  have  it  dealt 
with  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

No  formal  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  during  the  year, 
but  requests  were  received  from  tradespeople  for  examination  of 
suspected  food.  A  list  of  foods  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  voluntarily  surrendered  during  the  year  is  given 
below.

The  food  became  unfit  for  human  consumption  as  a  result  of  one  or

Disposal  of  unfit  food;  quantities  of  meat  over  28  lb.  in  weight 
are  collected  by  a  local  firm  for  processing.  Smaller  quantities 
of  meat  and  other  condemned  foods  are  taken,,  by  arraragemiemt  with 
Hove  Corporation,  to  the  destructor  at  Hove. 

ICE  CREAM 

Twenty-three  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test,  which  is  the 
prescribed  test  for  ice  cream.  These  samples  were  reported  on  as 
follows: -

Grades  I  and  II  are  satisfactory.  Grades  III  and  IV  are  unsatisfactory, 
and  in  such  cases  investigations  are  carried  out  with  a  view  to  locating 
faulty  methods  in  manufacture  or  handling. 
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FOOD  COMPLAINTS 


Powers  to  deal  with  food  complaints  are  provided  in  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1955  (Sections  2  and  8) 

During  1972  twenty-five  were  received  from  persons  who  considered 
that  they  had  been  sold  food  which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
An  investigation  was  made  of  each  of  these  complaints  and  the 
vendors  of  the  food  in  question  were  informed  and  invited  to 
submit  explanations.  The  food  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst 
for  examination  and  report  in  most  cases.

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HOUSING 


Local  Authorities  have  duties  in  relation  to  housing  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts  1936  and  1961  and  the  Housing  Acts.  Under  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936  the  main  action  is  in  respect  of  Nuisances  - 
their  discovery  and  abatement.  These  are  dealt  with  elsewhere  in 
this  report.  Other  aspects  of  housing  are  provided  for  in  the 
Housing  Acts  1937  and  1969  and  other  relevant  Acts. 


The  Housing  Act  1937  makes  provision  for  securing  the  repair, 
maintenance  and  sanitary  condition  of  houses;  for  clearance  and 
redevelopment;  for  the  abatement  of  overcrowding  and  for  the 
provision  of  housing  accommodation. 

The  Housing  Act  1969  makes  further  provision  for  grants  for  the 
improvement  of  houses  and  their  repair.  It  also  makes  provisions 
in  respect  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation;  for  payments  in 
relation  to  unfit  houses  subject  to  compulsory  clearance,  demolition 
or  closing  orders.  It  confers  powers  on  local  authorities  to 
improve  living  conditions  by  improving  the  amenities  of  areas  or 
of  dwellings  therein. 

Below  is  set  out  certain  of  the  provisions  of  the  main  housing 
Acts  and  particulars  of  matters  in  relation  thereto  dealt  with  in

Housing  Improvement  and  Repair  The  Housing  Act  1969  provides  for 
three  different  types  of  grant  for  the  improvement  of  houses  : 

(a)  An  Improvement  Grant  of  up  to  £1000  (£1200  for  certain 

conversions)  payable  at  the  discretion  of  the  local 
authority,  normally  for  works  of  a  high  all-round  level 
for  the  improvement  or  conversion  together  with  repair  of 
properties  with  a  good  life  ahead  of  them; 

(b)  A  Standard  Grant  of  up  to  £200  in  most  cases,  obtainable 

by  owners  as  of  right,  in  cases  where  the  dwelling  has  an 
estimated  life  of  at  least  15  years, for  the  installation 
of  standard  amenities.  In  special  circumstances  there  is 
an  overall  maximum  of  £450; 

(c)  A  Special  Grant,  available  at  the  local  authority’s 

•  discretion,  for  the  installation  of  standard  amenities  in 
houses  in  multiple  occupation. 

Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act  19&9  introduces  a  new  system  governing 
the  rents  of  privately  rented  dwellings  which  have  been  brought  up 
to  a  satisfactory  standard.  Controlled  tenancies  will  be  converted 
to  regulated  tenancies  where  the  qualifying  standard  is  attained. 

The  rent  will  be  determined  under  the  Rent  Act  1968  and  will  be 
subject  to  phasing  under  the  present  Act.  There  are  two  types  of 
case;  the  first  where  the  dwelling  is  to  be  provided  with  some  or 
all  of  the  standard  amenities  and  the  other  case  where  the  standard 
amenities  have  already  been  provided.  To  qualify,  the  dwelling  must- 
have  all  the  standard  amenities  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
occupants,  be  in  good  repair  having  regard  to  its  age,  character  and 
locality,  disregarding  internal  decorative  repair,  and  be  otherwise 
fit  for  human  habitation.

FACTORIES 


SHOPS  -and-  OFFICES 


Under  the  Factories  Act  1961,  District  Council  have  certain 
responsibilities  in  connection  with  general  health  and  welfare 
provisions  in  factories. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories  i.e.  where  mechanical  power  is 
not  used,  the  duties  are  concerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to 
cleanliness,  overcrowding,  temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of 
floors  and  sanitary  conveniences. 

In  power  factories,  i.e.  where  mechanical  power  is  used,  the  only 
duty  of  the  District  Council  relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the 
other  health  provisions  being  the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector 
of  Factories  who  is  also  responsible  in  both  types  of  factories 
for  the  requirement  relating  to  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the  provisions 
of  the  Act  relating  to  outwork,  which  is  dealt  with  in  Sections 
133  and  134,  Part  VIII  of  the  Act.  The  classes  of  outwork  to  which 
the  provisions  relate  are  specified  by  Regulations  made  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Employment  and  Productivity. 

Section  133  of  the  Act  requires  the  occupier  of  every  factory,  and 
every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in  the  business  of 
the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and  manner  lists  showing 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  employed  by  them  as 
outworkers. 

A  copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  district  council 
in  whose  district  the  factory  is  situated,  and  if  the  place  of 
employment  of  the  outworker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the 
factory  is  situated,  the  council  of  that  district  is  required  to 
forward  the  name  and  address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate 
district  council. 

Section  134  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of  persons  in 
unwholesome  premises. 

On  the  following  pages  are  tables  showing  the  prescribed  particulars 
which  are  required  by  Section  133(1)  of  the  Factories  Act  1961,  to 
be  furnished  by  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  their  Annual  Reports 
with  respect  to  matters  under  Parts  I  and  VIII  of  that  Act  which 
are  administered  by  the  District  Council.

Health  Centre 


There  is  one  Health  Centre  in  Shoreham-by-Sea,  situated  in 
Pond  Road.  This  was  the  first  Health  Centre  to  be  opened  in 
West  Sussex  and  came  into  use  during  February  and  March  1970. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  Health  Services  operate  from  the 
Centre,  and  ten  general  medical  practitioners  working  in  the 
National  Health  Service  practice  from  the  Centre  where  ten 
consulting  G.P.  suites  are  provided. 


LOCAL  AUTHORITY  SOCIAL  SERVICES  ACT,  1970 

Personal  social  services  are  provided  and  administered  by  the 
West  Sussex  County  Council  through  their  Social  Services  Department. 
These  include  the  care  of  children  deprived  of  a  normal  home  life; 
services  for  old  people;  services  for  blind  and  partially-sighted 
persons;  for  physically  handicapped  persons;  for  mentally  handicapped 
persons;  the  home  help  service;  and  services  for  homeless  families. 

In  Shoreham-by-Sea  these  services  operate  from  Franklin  House, 
Franklin  Road,  Shoreham-by-Sea. 


LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

These  are  available  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection 
with  illness,  and  samples  in  connection  with  food  complaints,  milk, 
ice-cream  and  water  samples  at  the  following  laboratories:
